Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Crawford was informed that the prior art rejection within the final 
Office action should have included claim 28; however, it was inadvertantly omitted. Still, the claim is noted as rejected 
on the PTOL-326. Mr. Crawford inquired as to what claim language would exclude blocked isocyanates from the 
claims, and the examiner suggested that more closed transitional language could possibly be one approach. 
Furthermore, the 37 CFR 1 .132 declaration of June 7, 2006 was discussed and the examiner noted that more 
showings should be set forth for catalysts other than DBU. Also, the examiner requested that a more in depth 
discussion of the data be set forth establishing what applicants believe to constitute their unexpected results.
